SIR, 

I have the honour to enclofe you a price cur- 
rent for this month: fince it was extended, the 

rts have been opened to foreign wheat, as you 
will be pleafed to obferve at the foot of it. 

Many of our veflels in this port have lately 
been fubjetted to much inconvenience and deten- 
tion, for not being manned in conformity to the 
navigation aét. 1 fubmit to you the propriety of 
publifhing thefe particulars, &c. 

No vefiels fhould come here, unlefs three- 
fourths of their crews at leaft the citizens of the 
United States. No Britifh-born man, refident in 
the United States fince the 3d of Feb. 1783, is 
admitted an American citizen—to be received.as 
fuch, he muft have been in the allegiance of the 
United States at that period. The penalty fixed 
by law is forfeiture of fhip with cargo; and al- 
though the rigor of it hath not yet been exereif- 
ed in any inftance in this confulate, yet as it may 
be otherwife, [ would particularly recommend 
that no veflels venture to come here, unlefs their 
‘crews be perfectly ju order; and if any part of 
them be Britifh-born, that, they bring regular 
documents to make it fo’appear.

On Wednefday in the latitude of the 
Capes, fpoke the brig Tryall, bound to Phila- 
delphia, out 50 days from Cadiz, who informed 
the Dutch had fued for a peace with the French;
